impossibility. 
Immoderate indulg­ 
ence 
in 
cigarettes 
is 
hurtful 
to 
adults, but so is immoderation in 
cigars, pipes, candy, food and ice 
water. 
Why not have a law forbid­ 
ding the manufacture and sale of 
candy for the protection of young 
girls?

the 
principal western cities. 
“ We have given ail our means,” 
continued he. 
“ The county 
has 
issued warrants to pay for food and 
fuel until its responsibility has been 
impaired, and no one will take the 
warrants. 
We are forced to appeal 
to the country or sec our women 
and children pensh with cold and 
hunger. 
The same distress prevails 
in other counties in northern K a n ­ 
sas and across the line in Nebras­ 
ka.” 
A letter to a local minister from 
a reputable woman at Blackburn, 
Okla., tells the same story. 
“ G o where you wdll throughout 
this entire section,” says the letter, 
“ you will find men, women and chil­

starving— no
